Every Governor of a Presidency in Council, Lieutenant-Governor 
‘or Chief Commissioner, whether the Governorship, or Lieutenant- 
. Governorship or Chief Commissionership be now in existence, or may 

hereafter be established, shall have power to propose to the Governor 

General in Council drafts of any Regulations, together with the reasons 

for proposing the same, for the peace and government of any part or 

parts of the territories under his Government or Administration to 
which the Secretary of State for India shall, from time to time, by 

Resolution in Council, declare the provisions of this section to be appli- 

cable from any date to be fixed in such Resolution. 

‘And the Governor General in Council shall take such drafts and 
reasons into consideration, and when any such draft shall have been 
approved of by the Governor General in Council, and shall have received 
the Governor General’s assent, it shall be published in the Gazette of 
Jndia and in the local Gazette, and shall thereupon have like force of 
law and be subject to the like disallowances as if it had been made by 
the Governor General of India in Council at a meeting for the purpose 
of making laws and regulations. 

The Secretary of State for India in Council may from time to time 
withdraw such power from any Governor, Lieutenant-Governor or 
Chief Commissioner, on whom it has been conferred, and may from 
time to time restore the same, as he shall think fit. ;

Wauerzas it is expedient to provide for the peace and government 
of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands, it is enacted as follows: 


Part L.—Pretminary. 


1. This Regulation may be called “The Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands Regulation, 1876” : 2 

It extends— 

(a) to the group of islands known as the Great and Little Anda- 
mans and Little Cocos, with their dependencies (hereinafter called ‘ the 
Andamans’) and 

(b) to the Island of Nancowry, together with all others commonly 
known as the Nicobar Islands (that is to say), the Islands of Car Nicobar 
and Great Nicobar, with those lying between them, including Tillan- 
chong :

(to regulate the administration of Port Blair and other settlements in the 
Andaman Istands) or to affect anything done, or any offence committed, 
or any fine, penalty, liability or forfeiture incurred, or any proceedings 
commenced, before the publishing of this Regulation. 

All appointments and declarations made, powers conferred, licenses 
granted, and directions and instructions issued, under the said Regula- 
tion or under the said Act No. XXVII of 1861, shall be deemed to have 
been respectively made, conferred, granted, and issued under this Regula- 
tion. And all commitments made under the said Act No. XXVIII of 
1870 shall be deemed to have been made under this Regulation.

Tt is hereby notified for general information that under the orders 
of the Viceroy and Governor General of India, the Island of Nan- 
coury, together with all others commonly known as the Nicobar 
Islands, that is to say, the Islands of Car Nicobar and Great Nicobar with 
those lying between them, including Tillanchong, were taken possession 
of by the British Government on the 16th day of April 1869, under 


the following proclamation :— 


PROCLAMATION. 

I, Arthur Morrell, a Commander in Her Britannic Majesty’s Naval 
Service, and now commanding Her Majesty’s Ship of War Spitefué, 
having received instructions thereto from Commodore Sir Leopold 
Heath, C.B., Commanding Her Majesty’s Naval Forces in the Indian Seas, 
acting on the requisition of the Karl of Mayo, Viceroy and Governor 
General of India, do now on this the sixteenth day of April A. D, 1869, 
in the name and on behalf of the Indian Government of Her Majesty, 
the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, take possession of Nancoury, 
together with all others commonly known as the Nicobar Islands, that is 
to say, the Islands of Car Nicobar and Great Nicobar, with those lying 
between them, including Tillanchong, and in token thereof I now hoist the 
Flag of Great Britain, proclaiming to all concerned the supremacy of 
Her Most Gracious Majesty, declaring the same islands to be subject to 
Her Majesty’s Indian Government, and calling upon the inhabitants of 
the said islands to submit themselves to Her Majesty’s laws as adminis- 


tered by the Government of India.

In exercise of the power conferred upon him by Act No. I of 1865, 
and of every other power enabling bim in this behalf, the Governor

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Chapter I. Duties of officers and Subordinates. 








Section II, Overseers, 


9, The Superintendent shall have the power to inspect, and, if 
necessary, to detain, any communications sent or received through any 
post office within the settlements, or by any other means. 

10. As regards the discipline of convicts, the Deputy Superintendent 
and Assistant Superintendents and Extra Assistants shall exercise such 
powers regarding withdrawal of indulgences and infliction of penalties 
as they shall from time to time be invested with by the Superintendent. 

11. The Deputy Superintendent and the Assistant and Extra 
Assistant Superintendents shall reside, at such station as the Superin- 
tendent may from time to time direct, and shall perform such duties as 
the Superintendent, in the exercise of the powers conferred upon him by 
Government, may entrust to them. 

12. Officers in charge of stations will keep up diaries of their pro- 
ceedings and submit them to the Superintendent on the first of every 
month, 

13, Annual examinations shall be held in Port Blair for the examin- 
ation of junior civil officers on such dates as may be fixed from time 
to time by the Superintendent. 

These examinations will embrace the following subjects :—

Section II—Overseers. 


14. Overseers are appointed on probation for six months, at the end 
of which period their qualifications, abilities, general character, habits, 
temper, and disposition will be reported to the Superintendent. -Should 
these reports prove satisfactory they will be confirmed in their appoint- 
ments; if not, they will be removed. 

15. It is the Station Overseer’s duty to frequently visit the several 
works in progress, pointing out what is faulty and rectifying mistakes, 
mixing and discoursing occasionally with prisoners on the work, to lead 
them if possible to some euergy and interest in their work, and direct~ 
ing, encouraging and instructing them so as to enhance their usefulness, 

16. The Overseer will arrange on the previous night with the Station 
Jemadar for the distribution of the men on the next day’s work, so that 
there may be no delay in the morning parade. 

17. Station Overseers should personally attend, at the prescribed 
hour, the morning parade of convicts, regulate the distribution of labour, 
and see that the petty officers act strictly according to orders, that they 
wear their proper badges, and the prisoners their prescribed clothing and 
numbers. 

18. They should regularly visit and attend to the cleanliness of their 
station, barracks and cook-houses, and have the floors and walls of 
the former scrubbed with salt water (which dgstroys vermin). 

19. They should take all necessary precautions against fire, and not 
allowany ‘ hooka” or unprotected light to be taken inside the barracks. 
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Definition of Transportation—Arrival of Convicts. Secs. I & II. 


20. It is their duty to see that the orders which concern the petty 
officers and prisoners are made known to them. 

21. They should attend at the monthly parades for disbursement of 
subsistence allowance, taking every man’s receipt in the acquittance 
book in the order in which he is paid, and affixing their initials to it and 
personally explaining to him all hospital or other authorized stoppages. 
Men in hospital to be paid by the Station Overseer in person. 

22. Overseers in charge of stations are responsible for the cleanliness 
of the prisoners under them, and should ascertain that the Government 
clothing served out to each prisoner is kept clean. .. 

23. They should go night rounds at uncertain hours at least twice 
a week, sending their petty officers in turns daily. Particulars to be 
stated in the diaries. 

24. Station Overseers cannot grant labour or materials for private 
purposes to the officers of the settlement or other individuals. 

25. They must bring to the notice of officers in general charge of 
their stations all instances of neglect, indolence, refractory behaviour oy 
disobedience of prison rules, for punishment. 

26. No Station Overseer is at liberty to leave his station or sleep 
away from his ordinary quarters without first obtaining the permission 
of the officer in general charge ; should permission be granted, he must 
first duly hand over his charge to the senior subordinate. 

27, Station Overseers will daily submit diaries of their proceedings 
for the information and orders of the officers in general charge of their 
stations, 

28. Station Overseers are allowed a convict servant each free of 8.0. No. 948,” 
charge, their clothes may be washed by the station dhobees, and station sre = 
bheesties and sweepers are to be required to supply them with water 
and keep their quarters clean. They are, however, absolutely prohibited 
from employing convicts for private or personal purposes, though they may 
hire additional servants on the usual terms should they wish to do so. 

29. No Overscer is permitted to employ more than four boatmén in

inspection of the convicts. The medical officer shall ascertain the pre- 
sence or absence of contagious disease, and will note anything in the 
arrangements on board ship which may have tended to deteriorate the 
health of the convicts, The settlement officer shall report on the 
state of the convicts as to discipline, clothing, the nature of the accom- 
modation, &e. He shall also hear and enquire into and report on any 
complaint of the convicts as to their treatment on board ship, 

32. Should the medical officer report the presence of contagious 
disease, the Superintendent, after consultation with the said medical 
officer, shall take such steps as are necessary to afford relief to the 
sufferers. : 

33. If there be no contagious disease on board, the convicts shall 
be landed under direction of the settlement officer at-such place and 
in such manner as the Superintendant may direct. 

34. After the convicts are landed; the senior medical officer shall, 
as soon as possible, make a careful individual inspection of each, and 
submit a report on their condition and fitness for work to the Superin- 
tendent. ; 

35. Each convict shall also be verified by his’ warrant and the 
general descriptive roll, the usual certificate being appended of the 
man’s reception on the establishment. 

36. Full particulars regarding each convict, with notes as to any dis- 
crepancy in his “documents” or “ papers,” and of any who are described 
as being dangerous characters, shall then be entered in the General 
Convict Register Book. 

37. The Superintendent, or in his absence from head-quarters the 
Deputy Superintendent, shall: then pass the necessary orders as to the 
location and employment of the newly-arrived convicts. .

Section III.—Classification.

dated inh ave, They shall be employed in hard gang-labour by day, and shall be con- 
ae fined to barracks at night. They shall receive rations and jail clothing, 
but shall be entitled to no indulgence or luxury. They shall wear 
double leg-irons for the first six months, and single leg-irons for the 
second six months, subject to special exemption by the Superintendent. 
After four years’ satisfactory conduct in this class they shall be eligible 
for transfer to the second class. 
41. Whenever a convict has passed more than six months in an 
Indian jail prior to transportation, the whole or such portion of the time 
as the Superintendent may deem fit, with reference to the record of 
conduct or other circumstances, may be allowed to count as time entitling 


to transfer to a higher class. 
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Classification. Section III. 


42. 2nd Class.—In this class there will be two grades, in each of which 
a prisoner Will pass three years. In the lower grade a prisoner may receive 
a regular allowance of twelve annas a month, and is to be held eligible 
for posts in barracks or jails, or for employment in the artificer corps. In 
the upper grade the prisoner may receive one rupee per mensem, and shall 
be eligible in addition for employment in the Convict Police, or in other 
petty Government employ as orderlies, or as servants to free residents, 

43. Men in this class will receive dry rations, and be supplied with 
jail clothing or uniform, as may be directed by the Superintendent. 

44. Any allowance for working in the artificer corps, or for serving 
in any employment, may be paid to the men of the second class in addi 
tion to their regular monthly allowance. 

45, After three years of approved service in each grade of the second 
class, convicts shall be eligible for transfer to the first class. 

46. 1st Class.—Convicts in this class shall remain in barracks or may 
be located otherwise, as the Superintendent may direct. They shall re- 
ceive dry rations and from one rupee to two rapees per mensem. In 
cases where it may appear desirable, the Superintendent may substi- 
tute subsistence allowance for rations, 

47. They shall do such labour as shall be assigned to them, and shall 
be eligible for service, or to support themselves on such conditions as the 
Superintendent may impose. In such cases a ticket shall be given to 
each convict with the conditions entered on it, Convicts of this class 
who do not live in barracks, shall attend muster at such times as the 
Superintendent shall appoint, but at least once in every month, Term 
convicts shall not be eligible for service, or be permitted to support them- 
selves or live out of barracks. ‘ 

48. Life convicts in this class may be allowed to send for their wives 
or children, or to marry, but no marriage shall be recognized either of 
male or female convict unless the special permission of the Superintendent 
shall have been granted. All such permissions to be roconléa in some 
durable form. 

49. In addition to the three regular classes of male convicts, there 
will be a punishment chain-gang, in which any convict may be placed by 
order of the Superintendent for such periods as he may think fit. Con- 
viets in this gang will be subjected to the strictest jail discipline, and 
shall be entitled to no indulgence. They shall be employed in gangs by 
themselves on hard extramural labour, or within workshops attached to 
the jail. There shall bea refractory ward attached to the jail where 
offenders of this gang may be confined and kept to specially hard labour 
within the enclosure wall of the ward, and there shall also be solitary 
cells for the punishment of offenders ordered to be eoniined in such. 

50. Female convicts shall be divided into two classes. 

51. 2nd Class.— On arrival all shall join the second class. Women of 
this class shall be subjected to strict jail discipline and labour within the 
walls of their jail, receiving only food and clothes. Three years’ good 
conduct shall make them eligible for transfer to the first class.

57. Convicts who may have been already accorded greater indul- 
gences than they could claim under these rules shall be entitled to retain 
them unless convicted of any offence, 


Section IV.—Licensed Prisoners. 


58. Christian prisoners, Europeans or Eurasians, sentenced to penal 
servitude for long terms in Indian jails, who, by continued good con- 
duct during their imprisonment in India, obtain licenses from the 
Government of India, are eligible for employment in this settlement. 

59. Full adherence to the settlement regulations and a steady and 
faithful discharge of all duties entrusted to them by the Superintendent, 
are the essential conditions for the continuance of the indulgence of the 
license, 

60. As a reward for good conduct their pay may be gradually raised 
to the maximum of Rs. 50, or such lower sum as their services appear 
to deserve. 

61. If they are refractory, or of dissipated habits, they will be 
subjected to forfeiture of pay or other suitable punishment, or their 
licenses may be revoked by the Superintendent. 

62. A European licensed prisoner on arrival will receive a subsist. 
ence allowance of Rs. 30 per mensem with which to provide himself 
with rations and clothing, and he will he furnished with a cot, bedding, 
and cooking utensils {to be returned on departure) ; all other articles

Section V.—Artificer Corps. 


68. For the construction of public works and for the best utilization 
of skilled labour, an artificer corps will be formed from Ist, 2nd, and 3rd 
class convicts in the proportion determined on by the Superintendent. 

69. The artificer corps shall be at the disposal of the Superintend- 
ent, and the members thereof shall be employed under the Executive 
Engineer, or the different local officers, as the Superintendent may from 
time to time direct. 

70. All convicts attached to the artificer corps will be subject to the 
same rules, according to their class, as have been prescribed above for 
ordinary convicts. 

71. Convicts attached to the artificer corps, belonging to the first or 
second class, may receive gratuities for excellence of work to such amounts 
and within such limitation as to numbers as may be sanctioned by the 
Superintendent. 

72. The artificers are diyided, according to their degrees of skill, 
into four classes, receiving besides their settlement allowance the follow-

97. Each barrack will be in charge of a 2nd tindal, who will sleep 
therein ; he will be held responsible for the order and cleanliness of his 
barrack and for the prisoners sleeping therein. 

98. A lantern, to be suspended 8 feet from the floor, will be kept 
burning in each occupied section of each barrack during the night. 

99. The barracks are to be swept the first thing in the morning 
directly they are vacated, and the walls once a week. In dry weather 
the floor will also be washed with salt water once a week. : 

100. To each barrack there is attached a latrine which will be used 
during the night only. No labouring convict will be allowed to leave 
his barrack at night under any pretence whatever. 

101. Smoking inside the barrack is strictly prohibited. No extra or 
unprotected lights or cooking fires within or near the barracks are to be 
permitted. 

102. The allotment of space for European and Earasian prisoners is 
the same as that laid down for a European soldier. They are allowed a 
cot and a suttrinjee each from the Commissariat Department, and they 
may provide for themselves a small table afd chair or a stool and a chest 
for their clothing, &e, No other articles will be permitted in thgir 
quarters. 

103. No tattie or other temporary work to be put upin or below 
convict permanent barracks, and no fires of any description are to be 
allowed within 50 feet of these buildings. 

104. Married petty officers to be provided with Government model 
huts, the occupants being required to execute petty repairs during their 
period of occupancy. These hats should be located at each station in 
one convenient place, 

105. Music in barracks is strictly prohibited. Musical instruments 
found therein, to be forfeited, and their possessor punished. 

106. The masonry drains of cook-houses should be frequently flushed 
with water and swept out after every meal; where masonry drains do not 
exist, tubs (half casks) should be provided for the reception of all refuse, 
and these should be emptied daily at some convenient spot. 

107. Requisitions for petty repairs to barracks, &e.,should be made by 
settlement officers direct to the Executive Engineer. 


Section VIII.—Viper Island Jail. 


108. The jail on Viper Island is intended for the reception of local 
prisoners and such convicts of the punishment chain-gang as from time 
to time may be sent there. 

109. The jail on Viper Island shall be under the special charge of 
the settlement officer stationed there. It will be his duty to visit it at 
least once a day, a special written report being made of any circumstance 
worthy of notice. 

110. A ward and cells shall be set apart for the reception of 
refractory convicts of the punishment ehain-gang, who will be tasked at 
works in a shed near their ward, and not allowed to Jeave their own 
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enclosure; they are required to keep perfett silence, and are to be under 
the constant supervision of petty officers, and will be visited two or 
three times a day by the jailor. 

111. Prisoners of the punishment chain-gang will have their food 
cooked for them. 

112. For prisoners obstinately refractory, a reduced scale of rations 
is sanctioned. (Vide scale of rations.) 

113. The hours of work for the punishment chain-gang shall be from 
6 a.m. till 12P.m. and from 2 p.m. to 6 P.M. 

114. The staff of petty officers for duty in this jail shall be specially 
selected. 


Section IX.—Charge and Control of Convicts in Barracks and 


at Labour.

He should see that * 
they fully understand ‘all the public orders, and is responsible that such 
orders are carried out, He is required to attend all parades, and explain 
to petty officers their tasks and duty. He should daily visit barracks, 
cook-rooms, wash-houses, latrines, &c., and inspect the rations. He will 
ascertain that the conservancy gangs carry out their work effectively. 

118. First tindals have general charge of two barracks and 200 
convicts. 

119. Second tindals are in immediate charge of one barrack and 100 
convicts, They are held responsible for the order and cleanliness of 
their barracks, and the cook-rooms attached thereto. 

120. Peons are in general charge of two sections of a barrack and 
50 convicts. 

121. Orderlies have immediate charge of one section of a barrack 
and 25 convicts. 

They are responsible for the good order and cleanliness of their 
sections, and will see that the convicts’ bedding is properly rolled and 
their boxes neatly placed before the men proceed to work in the morning. 

122, All these petty officers are held strictly responsible in their 
respective splieres for everything connected with their charges. 
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Section IX. Charge and Control of Convicts in Barracks and at Labour. 


123. In the distribution of labouring convicts for work, the estab- 
lished percentage of petty officers to strength is, as far as possible, to 
be adhered to.

143. At 5 a.m. the Ist or 2nd tindal in charge of the barrack will 
count the men inside and see that the correct number are present. 
He will then unlock the door, and the men, after having rolled up their 
bedding, visited latrine, washed and dressed, and taken their conjee, will 
proceed to the parade ground, in charge of their section orderlies, 
Having arrived, the convicts will sit down on the ground. by sections, 
with their petty officers standing opposite them. The jemadar will 
take from the latter the number of men present and report the same to 
the overseer, who will then distribute them for labour according to the 
orders received by him, keeping, as far as practicable, the same petty 
officers and men at the different. works until they are completed. 

144. Before the distribution of the men for labour, the complaining 
sick will fall out, and be at once inspected by the medical subordinate 
in charge of the station, who will select those whom he considers require 
medical treatment, and send the remainder back to their sections. 

145. The moonshee having taken down the number of men detailed 
to the different works, the petty officers will march them off to the tool 
godown, and the necessary implements having been issued, will proceed 
to labour. 

146. At 11 4.m., or, during the hot months, 10 a.m., the petty 
officers will muster and count the men under their charge, and if all are 
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present, will march them back to their barracks, in the vicinity of which 
all must remain till 2 p.m., when they will be again mustered and 
marched to their work. At 6x.m. the tools will be collected and 
returned to the godown, and the men marched to their barracks, paraded 
for their food, and locked up at 7-30 p.m, when the first or second tindal 
willcount them, and hand them over to the petty officer detailed for 
the first watch. He will then make his report to the jemadar, who,. 
after having seen that all fires are out and all is quiet, will report to the 
overseer. 

147. On Sundays the men will be marched down to the sea, and, 
after bathing, will assemble on parade in clean clothes for medical 
inspection. ‘The overseer will see that all have their correct numbers, 
and report all those that are without such to the officer ia charge of the 
station. 

148. After parade all dirty clothes will be collected and handed 
over to the dhoby, who will return them properly washed on the

149. During the day two extra musters will be held, at 12 and 4 
o’clock, and the convicts will remain in the vicinity of their barracks.

Before departure from his ~ 
station the transferee is to be paraded with his tin number, cooking 
utensils, &c., and then forwarded with the rookah and his property 
under charge of a petty officer to the jemadar of the station to which 
he is transferred, who, with the moonshee, will compare the transferee 
with the letter sent, and bring him before the officer or overseer of the 
station for orders; granting the messenger who brought the rookah a 
receipt for the transferred man. 

This rule is to be strictly adhered to in all cases of transfers, whether 
of large or small numbers of men.

160. The men will turn out at 5 a.m. and be mustered ; they will 
then have their tools served out to them. The station officer or over- 
seer will then allot the tasks of the several gangs according to the 
orders he has received, acquainting the respective petty officers with 
the same. At 11 they will return to barracks to cook and take their 
meals, and av 2 p.m. they will again proceed to work, leaving off at 
6 P.M. 

161. Where convicts are employed at a distance from their barracks, 
the hours of work may be fixed from 9 a.m. to 6 P.M, but such altera- 
tion is only to be made with the sanction of the district or station 
officer.

431. The senior officer present at the Native Infantry barracks will 
at once occupy the line of the sunk fence, from east to west of the 
island, and prevent all convicts from passing to the north of it. 

432. The police will guard the western road, and conform to the 
orders of the officer commanding troops in preventing the passage of 
convicts along the western road, or by the shore. 

433. The officer of the day will post three double sentries, one in 
the Superintendent’s garden on the top of the hill, another on the 
east side to watch the road leading to the main guard and lower road, 
and the third at the cross road close to the settlement mess-house. 

These sentries will allow no natives to pass. 

434, Should the disturbance prove serious, 2 guns in quick suc- 
cession will be fired from the Native Infantry barracks. This signal 
will not be fired by any authority less than the senior officer on the 
island, or without the concurrence of the senior civil authority on the 
island, or his representative. It is to be understood that after the - 
alarm signal guns have been fired, the troops will not hesitate to fire 
upon any natives who attempt to force the line of sentries after having 
been warned to retire, or who collect in bodies after having been warned 
to disperse, or who make any offensive demonstration whatever. 

435. The convicts will not be fired upon before the signal by gun, 
unless they actually endeavour to force the chain of sentries, or refuse 
to obey the orders they may receive from the civil or military au- 
thorities. - 

436. The native officer in command at the commissariat will, in 
addition to providing for the safety of the godowns, send a patty to 
the jetty to prevent the assemblage of convicts there, or the seizure 
of boats, firing upon them should the attempt at seizure be persisted 
in, without reference to the instructions laid down in the last paragraph, 

437. In the event of a serious disturbance taking place, the families 
of Europeans, &¢., are recommended to assemble at the church, where 
provision will be made for their protection. 

438. Whenever the alarm is sounded on Ross or any other station, 
the station steamer will at once get up steam, so as to be ready to carry 
out any orders which may be issued by the Superintendent without delay. 


Section XVII.- Schools. 


439. All elementary school buildings are unaer charge of station 
officers, who will keep them in thorough repair with convict labour. 

440. English and Urdoo are the vernaculars of the settlement, and 
should be taught, the latter grammatically and the former colloquially, 
in all the elementary schools of the settlement. 

44}. All male children of convicts, between the ages of 6 and 12 
years, shall be compelled to attend school daily, whilst every inducement 
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should be held out to girls to attend separate classes, and, where possible, 
separate class-rooms being maintained for boys and girls. 

442. The elementary course shall consist of a sound knowledge of 
reading, writing, arithmetic, and common things for boys, with needle- 
work added for girls. 

443, The elementary schools are under the control of station officers, 
both as regards discipline and attendanee. 

444. The convict school-masters will be borne on the books of the 
station at which they may be serving, and the committee will disburse 
their pay monthly through the station officers. 

445. The school committee, with the sanction of the Chief Commis. 
sioner, will prescribe the course of education to be followed, and will 
supply all school-books and stationery that may be required. ; 

446. All periodical school reports and returns should be prepared and 
forwarded by station officers to the school committee, and any suggestions 
or recommendations which may be made should be submitted, through 
the same channel, to the Chief Commissioner, 

447. For the instruction of children in English, two schools have 
been established in Ross under the supervision of a head master—

Chapter V. Miscellaneous. 








Section XIX. Fires, 


452. Fire engines with equipments will be maintained at stations 
as available, and as may be directed from time to time by the Superin- 
tendent. 

The fire engines of each station are under the special charge of 
the station officer or overseer of the place, who is to select a gang 
of the convicts under his orders as his “ firemen,” and will practise them 
in the use of the engines occasionally. The engines must at all times 
be kept ready for use, and the station officer or overseer is to make 
a written report to this effect ou the Ist of every month. The Deputy 
or Assistant Superintendents should inspect the engines occasionally 
also, and see that they are in working order. 

453. The station officer or overseer will select such a number of 
men, say 100 to each engine, as will form an efficient company of 
firemen, who will act under his orders. 

The 100 men should be detailed as below :— 


25 Firemen. 
25 Enginemen. 
50 Watermen. 


The firemen to be employed in saving property, and getting the 
fire under by other means than the working of the engine. 

The enginemen to work the engine. 

The watermen to supply water “from the nearest points. 

454. Each engine-house, wherein the above equipment is to be also 
stored and kept in the most perfect order, should be situated in a central 
locality, from whence the principal roads may be easily reached. 

455. The duty of the police at fires is to preserve order amongst 
the assembled crowd, to prevent accidents, and to protect Property from 

lunder. 
Li 456. The station officer or overseer, on arriving with his men ata 
fire, has three duties immediately and invariably to look to,— 
1s/4y,—Promptly to ascertain if there be any risk to human life, 
and to do bis utmost to save those in danger ; 

Quidly,—The direction and foree of wind ascertained, to direct the 
engine-mate and party where best to place and work his engine to check 
spread of fire ; 

8rdly,—To look for the best point of supply for water, and direct 
his water-mate thereto, and at once to place police to keep all clear 
about this party. 

457. The station officer or overseer, having thus directed each of 
his mates to their principal duties, should now attend others of import- 
ance,— 

lstly,—The first of which is that of securing, if possible, valuable 
moveatle property, such as iron safes, specie, Government or other 
records ; the custodians or owners of such property, if present, should, of 
course, point out the place where such property lies, and the readiest 
approach to it. The speedy removal out of danger of live stock should 
be early looked to. 
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2ndly,—To ascertain if any adjacent buildings are likely to ignite ; if 
80, to cause them to be cooled by a party by dashing or pouring water 
over them from above ; this duty might be assigned, as a general rule, 
to the military. 
3rdly,—To inquire if there be combustible articles, such as timber, 
dhunnee or thatch, coir, hay, shingles, firewood, grain, &e., in sheds; 
these should be first unroofed, and the property within, if necessary, 
removed or watched. : 


Section XX.—General Rules to be observed gt all Stations in time of 
“‘ Rinderpest.”” 


458. The early symptoms of this disease are great dulness; the ani- 
mal stands with its head drooping and coat staring ; cows lose their milk 
gradually ; the urine becomes scanty and bowels costive ; rumination is 
suspended, but the animal will eat food offered to it; this stage continues 
from 48 hours to 4 days, and is succeeded by the feverish stage, in which 
the body is warm, pulse weak, animal refuses food, has great thirst, 
running at the nose and eyes, slobbering at the mouth, great debility, 
urine scanty and high-coloured, diarrhoea sets in, purgings very offensive, 
rumination completely suspended, the skin becomes rough by the eleva- 
tion of the hair, &e. 

459. On a report being made to the head of a station that any 
animal within the limits of his station is affected, he shall at once pro- 
ceed, accompanied by two or three of the most experienced men in his. 
station, and inspect the animal; should the disease appear to be “ Rin- 
derpest,” or should the case be doubtful, the sound cattle living in the 
same shed should forthwith be picketed out in a selected spot, at least 
300 yards from the village. 

460. ‘I'wo or more parawalas to be placed in charge of this spot, for 
the perfect cleanliness of which they will be held responsible, The picket- 
ed cattle are not to be allowed to graze; but must be fed by the para- 
walas in charge, the owners providing the necessary fodder, and putting 
it down at a distance of at least 30 yards from the spot where the cattle 
are picketed. No one will be permitted to approach these eattle except 
the parawalas. 

461, In the Southern District, all animals suffering from “ Rinder- 
pest” to be forthwith forwarded by the coast road to Old Haddo, where 
they will be treated in the Government shed 3 at other stations, arrange- 
ments should be made for their perfect isolation. 

462. In cases where the disease makes its appearance, the sound 
cattle will not be permitted to re-enter their stalls until three weeks after 
the removal of ,the infected animals, and after the thorough disinfection 
of the stalls. In doubtful cases, should it subsequently appear that the 
suspected animals are not suffering from “ Rinderpest,” the sound cattle 
may be permitted to return to their stalls; but in ail such cases an inter- 
val of at least 10 days’ segregation by picketing must be allowed to 
elapse before the cattle are permitted to return to their stalls. 
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463. Stalls which have been oceupied by infected cattle to be eare- 
fully disinfected under the personal inspection of heads of stations, as 
follows :-— 

Flooring to be dug up, and fresh earth put for flooring. 

Interior and exterior of stalls to be lime-washed, and posts tarred for 
four feet fromthe ground. All dung, offal, and rubbish i in or near the 
infected stall to be buried ; all straw, litter, mats, hay, ropes, bamboos, 
&e., in or belonging to the infected stalls to be buried. 

“Owners of infected stalls should be made to fumigate their stalls with 
sulphur before their re-oceupation by cattle is allowed. 

The clothes of all those who have been in attendance on infected 
cattle should be boiled or destroyed.

PRIOR TO 1869.

Tur following letter, dated the 12th March last, from Captain H. Man, 
is published for general information :— 

“T have the honour to report, with reference to the instructions conveyed in your 
letter No. 88 of the 15th J. anuary, that I hoisted the British Flag at Port Blair on 
Monday, the 22nd ultimo, under'a salute of 21 guns from the H.C. S. Pluto, and 
took formal possession of the group of islands known as the Great and Little Anda. 
mans, with their dependencies, in the name and on behalf of Her Majesty the Queen of 
Great Britain and of the East India Company.” 


No, 1243, dated 4th July 1860. 


Wirta reference to the Notifications in this Department, Nos. 593A and 
1140, dated respectively March Ist and May 5th, 1858, it is hereby notified 
that the Superintendent of the Settlement of Port Blair is alone vested 
with authority to allow access to the Andaman group of islands (including 
the Cocos, Preparis, and Narcondam) for trading or other purposes; and that 
he is empowered to impose such restrictions with regard to visiting the 
islands as he may from time to time deem necessary under the present cir- 
cumstances of the Settlement.

Ir is notified, for general infromation, that the Penal Settlement estab- 
lished in the Andaman Islands under the name of Port Blair is identical 
with the port formerly known as Port Chatham, or Old Harbour.

TuE following rules for entering the Harbour of Port Blair are publish- 
ed for general information :— 

“The Penal Settlement of Port Blair, on the east side, and about four leagues 
fiom the south end of the south Great Andaman, is in latitude 11° 43’ north, and 
longitude 92° 47 east from Greenwich; it has a spacious and safe’ harbour, extending 
a considerable distance inland; the entrance is fronted by Ross Island, which extends 
about one mile in length ina N. N. E. aad 8.8. W. direction, its greatest breadth 
being about 1,000 yards, and its height above the level of the sea about 250 feet, Ross 
Island is easily distinguished from the surrounding land by its cleared appearance, and 
the houses on its summit, which, when the. sun shines on them, are visible for a dis- 
tance of eleven to twelve miles. This island is the. principal depdt of the Settlement, 
and the residence of the Superintendent. @ 
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“The northern entrance to the harbour is between the north point of Ross Island 
and_a point on the main land called ‘North Point,’ a distance of 1} miles across, 
having deep water from within 100 yards of the shore on either side. 

“Vessels entering the north channel should make the north end of Ross Island, 
keeping at a convenient distance from it in not less than 10 fathoms, and stand to the 
westward, until the channel between Ross Island and the main land is well open, in 
about 25 fathoms; and the landing-place and store-hoases on the west side of Ross 
Island, about 8. E. magnitude ; then stand for the anchorage about S. 8. E., and anchor 
off the town in from 9 to 15 fathoms, sandy bottom about 500 yards from the beath 
with the Superintendent’s house on the hill bearing from E. by N. W., E..N. E- mag- 
nitude, and Atalanta Point about west. 

“The line of shoal water of the N. and N. W. end of Ross Island is marked by 
small red buoys, inside of which it would not be prudent to venture. 

“The south channel, formed between the south end of Ross Island and the main, 
js narrow, and should only be attempted by-steamers or sailing vessels with a steady 
fair wind. 

“<Sesostris Reef,’ a dangerous patch, having only 1} fathoms, in some parts 
rocky, uneven ground, bears 8. 3 E. magnitude, about three-fourths of a mile from 
the south end of Ross Island ; it is about 600 to 800 yards in extent, and is marked 
by a red buoy, which should be given a good berth, as the ground about is rocky and 
uneven. 

“ Vessels entering this channel from the southward with a fair wind should, when 
about two miles to the southward of Ross Island, at a convenient distance from the 
main land, keep the highest point of Ross Island, about N. by E. magnitude, and steer 
for it, passing well to the westward of the Reef Buoy; and with the buoy bearing 
§. 25 E. magnitude, and the south end of Ross Island N. by E. about halfa mile dis- 
tant, the channel between Ross Island and the main will be well open, when a N. N, 
W. course will lead up the channel to the anchorage, keeping as near mid-channel as 
possible. 

“During the strength of the 8. W. monsoon, the wind generally hangs well to the 
southward, and often blows fresh and steadily along shore for some days, with a cur- 
rent to the north-castward. Vessels coming from the northward should, therefore, 
make the land to the southward of Ross Island, if possible, and run ap. 

“Wood and fresh water are easily obtained; and for vessels having lost spars, or 
received other serious damage in the Bay, or in the vicinity of the Andamans, Port 
Blair affords a very desirable place of shelter, where their defects may be made 
good.”

tude of Chatham Island, Port Blair, has been recently determined to be 92° 43’ east of 
Greeuwich ; whereas in the Chart of the Andaman Islands, which is compiled from 
the surveys of Licutenant Blair and Captain Moorsom in 1789-90, revised by 
Lieutenant Heathcote in 1853, it is assumed to be 92°56’. The whole group of 
islands is, probably, 13 miles west of the position that has hitherto been accepted. 


“ The recent deterinination of the position of Chatham Island is deduced from 202 
observations of lunar zenith distance, and 29: culminations observed by Mr. Nicolson, 
of the Survey Department, with an alt-agimuth instrament, having a_ vertical circle 
36 inches in diameter. They were reduced in the office of the Great Trigonometrical
